Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification describes the 
invention in broadly conceptual terms and is lacking a detailed description. It indicates 
in places that certain aspects of the required technology are "yet to be developed." See 
at least specification page 4 line 24. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. The specification describes the invention in extremely broad conceptual 
terms but does not describe how in practical effect the claims are to be implemented. 
The specification lacks a detailed description. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. The structure and operation of the "platform," and 
the "hardware," critical or essential to the practice of the invention but not included in the 
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claim(s), is not enabled by the disclosure. 
USPQ 356 (CCPA1976). 
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See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. It is noted that the applicant is a pro se applicant. Based on a review of 
the specification and claims, it is noted that the pro se applicant intended to direct all 
claims to a single invention. Unfortunately the claims are not in proper dependent form 
and, in addition to the many other difficulties it is therefore difficult to determine the 
invention that the applicant has intended to claim. In order to pursue the most complete 
examination possible, claims 2-7 are being examined and understood as depending 
from claim 1 . It is recommended that applicant seek the assistance of a registered 
patent agent or attorney. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that they fail to point out what is included or excluded by the claim 
language. These claims are omnibus type claims. 

Examiner cites particular columns and line numbers in the references as applied 
to the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified 
citations are representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to the specific 
limitations within the claims, other passages and figures may apply as well. It is 
respectfully requested that, in preparing responses, the applicant fully consider the 
references in entirety as potentially teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well 
as the context of the passage as taught by the prior art or disclosed by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Matsuda (US Patent No. 6,346,956).

Matsuda teaches all of the limitations of claims 1-7. For example, Matsuda 
discloses a comprehensive on line shopping and entertainment network apparatus and 
method allowing users to navigate through a three dimensional virtual reality space and 
therein interact with various other users, products and services. Matsuda further 
discloses: 

• graphics software downloadable into user's local computer : to generate 
periodically upgraded images of a virtual city (see at least abstract, figs. 1-2, 9- 
11,24,34; column 1 lines 19-40, column 3 lines 10-22) 

• virtual stores linked to real sellers equipped with web-cameras : (see at least 
figs.7-8, 13-14, 21); rented to sellers of different goods (see at least column 11 
lines 24-36); combinational lens with different focal lengths, directions, users can 
realize hardware pan or zoom and traditional software zoom by switching from 
one lens to another without actually moving the lens (see at least column 33 lines 
14-59) 

• platform for the user to browse through the virtual city : and go in any stores, 
view the live images of the store and communicate with the seller and other 
visitors of the store, user added to community can receive web-broadcast of the 
store and communicate with seller and other visitors via text or audio instant 
messaging interface (see at least abstract, column 1 lines 19-40, column 4 line 
66 - column 5 line 17).
